Murder Charge Against Brother and 


Sister as Well as .Mother—Lat- 


ter Held for Trial. 


Dayton, O., Dec. 11—Remarkable 


probably without parallel in criminal 
annals are the assembled 
develop- 


ments of the Gilman case as they 
stand after rapid unfolding yester- 
day. 
Two persons, an acknowledged 


degenerate ,and a dying woman, the 
mother of the victim, 
are charged 


"with the murder .of Dona 
Oilman. 


David Curtis, who confessed to the 
crime, is held without bail in jail. 
Mrs. Kate Gilman is, in the eyes of 
the law as much a prisoner as is Cur- 
tis, though she lies barely conscious 
in a hospital. 


Collins Gilman, 18 year old brother 


of Dona Gilman, -is connned in a cell 
almost beside that occupied by Cur- 
tis. He is charged with being an ac- 
cessory after the fact of his sister's 
murder. 


Fayne Gilman, sister of Dona, is 


also charged as an accessory to the 
murder, but is not 
a prisoner, al- 


though technically under arrest. The 
charges against the Gilman 
family 


were made by Constable Heintzman 
of Cincinnati. 


As soon as Fayne and Collins Oil- 


man heard of the charges that had 
been made against them they went 
to the bedside of their mother, and 
were with her when the charge was 
made against the dying woman. 


When Curtis appears for his pre- 


liminary trial he will have two wU 
nesses who will swear to an alibi for 
him. 
The officers who made the ar- 


rest are still firm in the belief thai 
they had the 
right man. 
Another 


arrest in connection with the case 
will almost certainly be made. 


Dayton, Dec. 11.—When Fayne Gil- 


man, sister of the murdered girl, en- 
tered the .office of Justice Wegner in 


""Mad River township today, to "attend 


the preliminary hearing of her brother, 
Collins Oilman, charged with being 
an accessory to the murder, she was 
questioned for thj? second time in as 
many days on being an accessory. He;- 
attorney, Frank Ellff. immediately ar- 
ranged with the constable to bp re- 
sponsible for Fayne's appearance 
In 


court Friday, entering a plea of not 
guilty and requesting a hearing on 
that day. 
On behalf of Collins Gil- 


man, he asked for a continuance until 
the same day. 
It was granted, But 


Ellff's request that 
Collins be re- 


leased on his own responsibility was 
refused. 


Dayton, O., Dec. 11. — The second 


Autopsy, performed by five physicians, 
on the exhumed body of Dona Gil- 
man, shows that the murdered girl 
had been criminally assaulted. Ex- 
amination Of the contents of the stom- 
ach showed that the last meal she had 
eaten was at a restaurant, the con- 
tents corresponding with the restaur- 
ant bill of fare. This last fact was 
considered of supreme importance by 
the 
investigating officials, 
because 


upon its substantiation hinged the ef- 
fectiveness of the arrest of the moth- 
er and brother of the murdered girl 
and the attempt, thus far ineffectual 
to apprehend the older sister, Fayne. 
The charge against members of the 
family, the mother as principal and 
the brother and sister as accessories, 
•was made by Constable Wm. Heintz- 
man of Cincinnati, in a series of affi- 
davits. Young Gilman was' arraigned 
before Magistrate Wagner, pleaded 
not guilty to the charge, and was held 
for, trial. Mrs. Gilman was not placed 
under arrest, 'as she is in the Miami 
Valley hospital and Is reported to be 
In a serious condition. 


In their report the autopsy physi- 


cians declare "it is our joint conclu- 
sion that death was caused by stran- 
gulation." Coroner Kline, comment- 
Ing on this declaration, said that the 
condition of the throat, the 
inner 


walls of which had been broken down 
from 
choking, showed 
exactly the 


condition which would have been pro- 
duced by the grip David Curtis de- 
«lar«d in his recent confession that he 
had held on the throat of the girl till 
•he ceased to struggle.

Secretary 
Shaw Takes 
Steps 


. Relieve the Market. 


Washington, Dec. 11. — Secretary 


Shaw has taken steps to relieve the 
stringency of the money market. He 
made the following statement: "I will 
deposit $10,000,000 in existing depos- 
itaries, to be secured by bonds accept- 
able for savings bank investments un- 
der the laws of New York and Massa- 
chusetts, taken at 90 per cent of their 
value; these deposits to be returned 
one-half on the 20th of January and 
remainder on the 1st of February. I 
will also buy $10,000,000 of the bonds 
of 1907 at the following prices: Regis- 
tered bonds ex-interest at 101 and 
coupon bonds at 102. In the event 
that the bonds purchased are now 
held as security for government de- 
posits, security of the character above 
indicated will be accepted In lieu 
thereof. Not more than 
$1,000,000

any single institution under 


these conditions. The deposits will 
be made as follows: New York and 
New Orleans, $1.500,000 each; Boston,

Claims Mrs. Storer Did Not Write 


Slightingly of Certain Ambassadors 
and Dwells Upon His Visit to the 
Vatican — Says Ireland Matter Led 
to His Removal. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 11.—In reply to the 


letter of President Roosevelt, Bellamy 
Storer, former ambassador at Vienna, 
gave out a statement, in which he 
says his pamphlet to the president 
and the cabinet was written for the 
"deliberate judgment of men who 
-should- be -hifonnea of the true facts 
in the conduct of the administration." 
Mr. Storer says that in itself it is an 
answer to many things the president 
has seen fit to say, but as new mat- 
ter has been put lorward by Mr. 
Roosevelt, 
he feels 
compelled to 


speak. Mr. Storer continues: 


"There was no need of violent, and 


insulting adjectives to show that the 
president dislikes me and did not wish 
me to remain in the service, orvto re- 
tire from it in any customary -way. 
While the past has shown that few 
men can differ from each other, the 
wishes or the memory of Mr. Roose- 
velt without at once becoming a 
scioundrel or a liar, I must make 
some comments on what he has given 
out at the White House. 


"That anything was ever written to 


the president by my wife to the effect 
'that Mr. Choate and General Porter 
were not proper persons to be ambas- 
sadors,' is news to both of us. For 
both these distinguished men we have, 
and have had, nothing but respect and 
good will personally and 
officially. 


And the only feeling possible is one 
of regret that both of them have been 
lost to the public service since Mr. 
Roosevelt was re-elected. As to Mr. 
Root, the press In 1901 was full of 
statements that he might not be able 
to remain in the cabinet on account 
of health, and would be succeeded by 
General Porter, which would leave 
Paris vacant. 


"The president says: 'The assertion 


that I authorized him to make such 
a statement as he sa>s he was author- 
ized to make to the pope is untrue. I 
gave him no such authorization.' He 
omits to note that he himself told 
Archbishop Ireland that he had done 
so, and the letter of the latter to mo, 
which I had quoted, I have ready to 
submit with other letters, of what tbe 
president told Archbishop Ireland rel- 
ative to his message through me to 
the pope. 


"He says, and it is supported by 


Secretary Loeb, that he never receiv- 
ed my letter representing in detail my 
visit to thc Vatican. That lettor was 
written and mailed at Meran, within 
the Austrian frontier, at my first mo- 
ment of stop long enough to write 
after leaving Rome. The date is the 
4th or 5th of December, 1903. and the 
letter is the one referred to by me in 
my own letter to the president of Jan. 
10, 1904, where I say 'As I wroto yon 
exactly what I did and said you may 
judge whether I overstepped.' It is a 
pity the letter in question can not bo 
found. 


"The president charges me with 


'disingeiHioiifness' in the ma'tor of 
my rfFicnation in January, ]901, the

again in reference to it. It was there- 
fore quite proper and natural not to 
speak 6f it, but simply to leave it to 
him to accept my resignation on any 
ground he chose, or on no ground at 
all if he saw fit. 


"The crux of the whole matterwnlch 


led to my removal was the action 
taken by Mrs. Storer and myself 
wit* regard to the promotion of 
Archbishop John Ireland of St. Paul 
to the cardinalate. In my letter 
to the president and the cabinet, I cite 
letters written by Roosevelt to me 
speaking in the highest terms of Mon- 
signor Ireland and expressing the per- 
sonal wish, that the country might 
profit by his promotion to the cardi- 
nalate. Dec. 2, 1903, I had an audi- 
ence with Pope Pius X, at which I 
transmitted a verbal note, the basis of 
which was given me by President 
Roosevelt. I was particularly careful 
in its preparation and after transcrib- 
ing it into Engl'sh. I translated it into 
French and conveyed it to the pope. 
Everything-TO6,jilI_right until a sec 
tion of the New York church men 
began to agitate the elevation of an- 
other archbishop than Monsignor Ire- 
land. They pointed out to Roosevelt 
that the New York prelate had at 
least as much claim to the red hat as 
the archbishop of St. Paul. This re- 
sulted in much perturbation at 
the 


White House."

Sections-of ruined 
walls were leveled, temporary struc- 
tures blown down, schools and houses 
unroofed, cellars and basements flood- 
ed, streetcar service interrupted for 
several hours and all activity on the 
water front 
suspended. Forecaster 


McAdie of tbe weather bureau said 
that it was the severest storm experi- 
enced oil this part ot the coast for 14 
years. 
The wind reached a velocity 


of 52 miles an hour, while off the 
beads it was , blowing 60 miles an 
hour, and 2.G inches of rain fell.
